SUMMARY: ROKG ANTICIPATES LITTLE, IF ANY, IMPACT ON 
TRADE AS RESULT TARIFF CONCESSIONS OFFERED IN RECENT 
ESCAP LDC TRADE ACCORD. ROKG PARTICIPATION APPEARS TO BE 
PRINCIPALLY MOTIVATED BY DESIRE DEMONSTRATE WILLINGNESS 
ENGAGE IN REGIONAL AND LDC ENDEAVORS. END SUMMARY.

(A), (B), AND (C), EMBASSY HAS DISCUSSED KOREAN VIEWS ON ACCORD 
WITH CHUN, SUN KYU, CHIEF, ECONOMIC ORGANIZATIONS DIVISION, 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS (MOFA). CHUN'S DEPUTY, CHOI, DAE WHA, 

WAS MEMBER OF KOREAN DELEGATION TO BANGKOK MEETING. 

2. AS DESCRIBED BY CHUN, NEGOTIATIONS DATE BACK TO 1972 AND 
ORGINALLY TOOK FORM OF BILATERAL NEGOTIATIONS ON RECIPROCAL 
TARIFF CONCESSIONS BETWEEN VARIOUS PARTICIPATING LDC'S. UNDER 
MULTILATERAL AGREEMENT CONCLUDED, CONCESSIONS OFFERED IN BI- 
LATERAL NEGOTIATIONS WILL BE EXTENDED TO ALL SIGNATORY NBUNTRIES. 
CONCESSIONS TAKE EFFECT BETWEEN RATIFYING PARTIES UPON DEPOSIT 
MINIMUM OF THREE RATIFICATIONS. CHUN EXPECTS KOREA TO DEPOSIT 
RATIFICATION BY IANUARY 1976. REPORTS OF 160 COMMODITIES IN- 
VOLVED (WHICH KOREA CLAIMS IS ACTUALLY 158 BY ITS COUNT) REFER 

TO COMPOSITE TOTAL OF COMMODITIES ON WHICH COUNTRIES ARE INDI- 
VIDUALLY EXTENDING CONCESSIONS. KOREA, FOR EXAMPLE, IS EXTENDING 
CONCESSIONS ON 23 ITEMS. 

3. CHUN WAS UNWILLING PROVIDE EMBASSY COPY OF AGREEMENT OR LIST 
OF COMMODITIES INVOLVED AT THIS TIME, SAYING IT WOULD BE MADE 
PUBLIC LATER THIS MONTH. HOWEVER, AT EMBASSY REQUEST, HE DID 
SELECT RANDOM EXAMPLES FROM AMONG LIST OF ITEMS ON WHICH KOREA 
WILL EXTEND CONCESSIONS AS FOLLOWS: COCONUTS; TEA; COCOA 
POWDER; UNMANUFACTURED TOBACCO; RUBBER TIRES AND TUBES, EXCEPT 

FOR TRACTORS AND AIRCRAFT; AND OTHER WOVEN FABRICS OF COTTON, 
N.E.S. HE DID NOT INDICATE SPECIFIC TARIFF CONCESSIONS ON THESE 
ITEMS, BUT DID CONFIRM THAT OVERALL CONCESSIONS IN AGREEMENT 
RANGE FROM REDUCTIONS OF 10 PERCENT TO 80 PERCENT AND AVERAGE 
ABOUT 30 PERCENT. 

4. IN CHUN'S OPINION, SIGNIFICANCE OF THESE CONCESSIONS IN 
TERMS OF IMPACT ON ACTUAL TRADE WILL BE MINIMAL AT BEST. WITH 
REGARD ITEMS ON WHICH KOREA OFFERING CONCESSIONS, HE FRANKLY 
CONCEDED THAT KOREA ANTICIPATES LITTLE IMPACT ON IMPORTS FROM 
PARTICIPATING NATIONS EITHER BY REASON OF EXISTENCE KOREA'S 
NON-TARIFF BARRIERS ON THESE ITEMS OR FACT THAT THEY ARE ITEMS 

IN WHICH KOREA IS HIGHLY COMPETITIVE IN WORLD MARKETS. HE ASSUMED 
SAME WAS TRUE OF ITEMS ON WHICH OTHERS EXTENDING CONCESSIONS.

DISCUSS NON-TARIFF BARRIERS, CHUN CONFIRMED PARTICIPATING NATIONS 
HAD AGREED TO CONDUCT NEGOTIATIONS WITH RESPECT TO NON-TARIFF 
BARRIERS ON ITEMS ON WHICH TARIFF CONCESSIONS EXTENDED, BUT 
SAID MOFA WAS NOT AWARE THAT TIMING OF MEETING HAD BEEN SETTLED. 
MOREOVER, HE DOUBTED THERE WOULD BE ANY PROGRESS IN THIS AREA 
BEYOND POSSIBLY AGREEING NOT TO INTRODUCE ANY NEW NON-TARIFF 
BARRIERS OR INTENSIFY EXISTING BARRIERS ON THESE ITEMS. 
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5. IN DISCUSSING BACKGROUND TO ACCORD, CHUN POINTED OUT THAT 
WITH REGIONAL GROUPINGS CURRENTLY IN VOGUE, THERE IS CERTAIN 
SENTIMENT AMONG ASIAN NATIONS TO FOLLOW SUIT. WHILE HOLDING 
LITTLE HOPE THAT MEANINGFUL RESULTS WILL BE ACHIEVED, CHUN 
EXPLAINED THAT KOREA, AS A LEADING LDC IN AREA, FEELS OBLIGED 
TO PARTICIPATE IN SUCH EFFORTS. 

6. COMMENT: PARTIAL EMBASSY ANALYSIS USING ITEMS CHUN SELECTED 

AT RANDOM FROM AMONG THOSE ON WHICH KOREA IS EXTENDING CONCESSIONS 
LENDS CREDENCE TO CHUN'S COMMENTS THAT CONCESSIONS ARE NOT LIKELY 
TO HAVE MUCH IMPACT ON IMPORTS. IMPORTS OF TWO ITEMS, COCONUTS 
AND WOVEN COTTON FABRIC, N.E.S. ARE BANNED EXCEPT FOR RAW 
MATERIALS FOR EXPORT PRODUCTION, ON WHICH DUTIES ARE EITHER 
EXEMPTED OR REFUNDED. IMPORTS OF OTHER FIVE ITEMS REQUIRE 
PRIOR APPROVAL OF GOVERNMENT AGENCIES, EXCEPT FOR TUBELESS, 
SELF-SEALING TIRES AND CERTAIN TIRES OF SPECIAL SIZES. ONLY 
ITEMS FOR WHICH THERE WERE SIGNIFICANT 1974 IMPORTS (ALL 
SOURCES) ARE WOVEN COTTON FABRICS (DOLS 19 MILLION, PRESUMABLY 
ALL FOR EXPORT PRODUCTION AND PROBABLY SPECIAL ITEMS NOT 
PRODUCED DOMESTICALLY) AND TOBACCO (DOLS 10 MILLION - NORMALLY 
SPECIAL TOBACCOS IMPORTED BY STATE MONOPOLY FOR BLENDING). 

IMPORTS OF OTHER ITEMS RANGED FROM DOLS 2,800 FOR COCONUTS 
TO DOLS 133,000 FOR COCOA POWDER. ONLY 1974 IMPORTS FROM EIGHT 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES OF ANY OF THESE ITEMS WERE DOLS 360,000 
OF TOBACCO FROM THAILAND AND DOLS 26,000 OF WOVEN ROTTON FABRICS 
FROM INDIA. CURRENT TARIFFS FOR ALL 7 ITEMS RANGE FROM 60 
TO 100 PERCENT. RUBBER TIRES AND TUBES AND WOVEN COTTON FABRICS 
ARE IMPORTANT KOREAN EXPORTS. 

7. AS MOST COMPETITIVE TRADING NATION AMONG EIGHT 
COUNTRIES CURRENTLY INVOLVED, KOREA WOULD HAVE MOST TO GAIN 
FROM GENUINE TARIFF AND NON-TARIFF CONCESSIONS WITHIN GROUP. 
HOWEVER, ROKG APPARENTLY HARBORS FEW ILLUSIONS THAT ANY 
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TRUE CONCESSIONS WILL BE FORTHCOMING. NOT HAVING SEEN ACTUAL 
ACCORD NOR COMPLETE LIST, EMBASSY WILL RESERVE FINAL JUDGMENT 
FOR TIME BEING; BUT PRELIMINARY ASSESSMENT SUGGESTS PRINCIPAL 
MOTIVATION FOR ROKG PARTICIPATION TO THIS POINT IS THAT ROKG 
SEES ACCORD AS INNOCUOUS MEANS OF DEMONSTRATING WILLINGNESS TO 
ENGAGE IN REGIONAL AND LDC ENDEAVORS.
